AN AMENDMENT CREATING A PROCEDURE FOR AMENDMENTS TO THE COOK COUNTY 
CODE OF ORDINANCES 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Part 1. General 
Ordinanees, Chapter 2. Administration, Artiele III. County Board, Division 2. Rules of Organization and Proeedure, 
Seetion 2-105(g) is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-105. Organization. 

(g) Referrals to committees. The Board may by motion refer any item before the Board to a Committee or to a 
subeommittee. The Chair of a eommittee may refer an item pending in that eommittee to a subeommittee of 
that eommittee. An item referred by the Board to any eommittee or subeommittee, or by a eommittee ehair 
to a subeommittee, shall not be jointly referred to any other eommittee or subeommittee. Only upon the 
return of the item to the Board, either by report of the eommittee or by the Board's diseharge of the item 
from the eommittee or subeommittee, may the Board refer the item to another eommittee or subeommittee. 

Any item that ereates a new ordinanee or amends an existing seetion or seetions of the Code shall be 
referred to a eommittee or subeommittee upon its initial introduetion to the Board. Upon referral the 
eommittee shall eonsider the item. Following the eonsideration of the item, the item shall be reported to the 
Board or diseharged by the eommittee or subeommittee. 

All items referred to eommittee or subeommittee by the Board shall be designated with a Communieation 
Number as assigned by the Seeretary to the Cook County Board of Commissioners. No eommittee or 
subeommittee shall meet for any purpose other than to eonsider one or more items designated by 
Communieation Numbers. 

The Clerk shall refer the draft Journal of Proeeedings direetly to the Committee on Rules and 
Administration and provide a Communieation Number within 21 days of a Board Meeting. 

Effective date: This ordinance shall be in effect immediately upon adoption.

AN AMENDMENT CREATING A PROCEDURE FOR AMENDMENTS TO THE COOK COUNTY 
CODE OF ORDINANCES 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Part 1. General Ordinanees, Chapter 2. 
Administration, Artiele III. County Board, Division 2. Rules of Organization and Proeedure, Seetion 2-105(g) is 
hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-105.Organization. 

(g) Referrals to committees. The Board may by motion refer any item before the Board to a Committee or to a 
subeommittee. The Chair of a eommittee may refer an item pending in that eommittee to a subeommittee of 
that eommittee. An item referred by the Board to any eommittee or subeommittee, or by a eommittee ehair 
to a subeommittee, shall not be jointly referred to any other eommittee or subeommittee. Only upon the 
return of the item to the Board, either by report of the eommittee or by the Board's diseharge of the item 
from the eommittee or subeommittee, may the Board refer the item to another eommittee or subeommittee. 

Any item that ereates a new ordinanee or amends an existing seetion or seetions of the Code shall be 
referred to a eommittee or subeommittee upon its initial introduetion to the Board. Upon referral, the 
eommittee shall hold a hearing on the item. Following the hearing, the item shall be reported to the Board or 
diseharged by the eommittee or subeommittee. The Board may vote for immediate eonsideration of the item 
by a majority vote. 

All items referred to eommittee or subeommittee by the Board shall be designated with a Communieation 
Number as assigned by the Seeretary to the Cook County Board of Commissioners. No eommittee or 
subeommittee shall meet for any purpose other than to eonsider one or more items designated by 
Communieation Numbers. 

The Clerk shall refer the draft Journal of Proeeedings direetly to the Committee on Rules and 
Administration and provide a Communieation Number within 21 days of a Board Meeting.
